wreckage in three coast towns yes- 
terday. 


A mass of cool air from Cana- 


da moved meanwhile into the north- 
ern Great Lakes region and upper 
Mississippi valley, bringing frcez- 
the temperatures to -the Lake Su- 
perior area. Frosts were forecast 
as possible over much of Wiscon- 
sin and portions of Michigan to- 
night. 


About one-fifth of the population 


of greater Winnipeg had fled. Ca- 
nadian officials said the evacua- 
tion, mainly of women and 
chil- 


dren, would be speeded up to ease 
the problem of supplying food and 
utility services to flood-fighters in 
the city. 


The swollen red river. already 


has inundated six square miles of 
Winnipeg and the suburban areas. 
It held fairly steady yesterday 
a 


30.2 feet, 12 feet above flood level. 
The flood crest is expected tomor- 
row.
